If this Is quickly 
done they will not be water soaked nor 
Injured In the least, but Improved very 
much. Have ready a cupful of stiff 
mayonnaise and arrange It with tho 
peas as a garnish to the lamb, which 
should ba cut In very thin slices of 
uniform size.

WHITENING PASTE FOR RED HANDS

for this purpose may be made by mtc-

>ne and one-half ounces of lanolin. 
>ne ounce each of white wax and sper- 
maceti, one ounce of subnltrato of bis- 
muth and one-eighth of an ounce of 
Dil of bitter almonds. 


Melt the spermaceti and wax over, a 


water bath, then add tho lanolin and 
oil of almonds, remove from the bath, 
add tho bitter almonds and when the 
oils are well blended sift-tho subnltrate .J_ 
of bismuth Into tho oils, constantly 
Btlrrlng until smooth end creamy. This' 
cream Is too strikingly white to ba 
used on the face, but may bo applied 
to the hands and arms whenever occa- 
sion demands with the most gratify.-- 
ing results. It Is always best to make 
the application after washing the hands 
and arms well with soap and tepid wa-- 
ter.
